Col. Charles Keller, engineer com- 
missioner of the district, holds the 
opinion, after a personal survey of 
the wreckage, that the collapse of 
the roof was caused by a defect in 
material and not by a fault of de- 
sign.

Interest in the choice of a succes- 
gor tc Pope Benecict is increasing as 
the time draws near for assembling 
of the sacred conclave, and many at- 
tempts to find an indication of the 
result are being made. 

Cardinal Laurenti, secretary of the 
Congregation of the Propaganda, al- 
though raised to the purple only last 
year, is understood to be favored by 
at least 30 members of the Sacred 
College, who believe in a rapproche- 
ment with the Italian Government.

Described by Aid.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Jan. 31. 
—The body of Sir Ernest Shackle- 
‘ton, the British explorer, lies in a 
| hospital here in a rough wooden cof- 
| fin that was made for him by Nor- 
'wegian whalers of the Island of 
South Georgia, where he died on 
Jan. 5. 

A squad of Uruguayan soldiers 
acts as a guard of honor and until 
the body is sent to England, prob- 
ably Feb. 11, the guard will be main- 
tained by the Uruguayan Govern- 
ment, which plans also to render 
other honors. 

In this handiwork of simple-living 
Antarctic islanders—a strong box of 
unplaned deal wood lined with cor- 
rugated zinc—the famous’ explorer 
will be buried in England. 

“IT am sure that is what he would 
wish. It is in keeping with his own 
simplicity, and because these whal- 
ers of the South Seas, whom he 
loved, made it for him,” said Capt. 
L. Hussey, meteorologist of the. 
steamship Quest. 

Died at Whaling Station. 

As described by Capt. Hussey, Sir 
Ernest’s death occurred at 3:30 
o'clock in the morning in his cabin 
the day after the arrival from Rio 
Janeiro at the principal whaling sta- 
tion of South Georgia, a place called 
Gryvicken, a town of 200 inhabi- 
tants, 

All the way from Rio Janeiro the 
explorer had suffered neuralgic 
pains, but he insisted the attack was 
unimportant. He fought off all sug- 
gestions of returning for treatment, 
confident that the pains would dis- 
appear. 

The Quest reached Gryvicken on 
the afternoon of Jan. 4 and Sir Er- 
nest immediately went ashore and 
arranged for provisions and coal. 

The explorer planned tg proceed 
directly to the ice barrier in a day or 
two for the first exploration trip in 
search of Enderby Land. He re- 
turned to the ship at 9 o'clock that 
evening in the best of spirits and 
laughed and joked in his usual way. 
He retired early in the evening, ap- 
parently in perfect health.

The steamer Prof. Cruvel, which 
calls at South Georgia for whale oil, 
was the only other vessel in port be- 
sides the Quest, and after taking her 
cargo she sailed with the body for 
Montevideo on Jan. 20. Her wireless 
apparatus broke down and she was 
unable to communicate the sad news 
until her arrival here. 

Party Continues Quest. 

Capt. Frank Wild, who assumed 
command of the expedition, proceed- 
ed with preparations to continue, In 
accordance with an agreement with 
Sir Ernest that if he shouNM die, Capt. 
Wild would carry on. 

Accordingly, the Quest departed 
on Jan. 16 in search of Enderby 
Land, reported to have been seen by 
Capt. Enderby, 90 years ago, but 
which nobody has since found. 

The expedition probably will re- 
turn in March, when it will be decid- 
ed whether further explorations will 
be continued. This will depend upon 
John G. Rowett of London, one of 
the patrons of the expedition. 

Capt. Hussey was detached by 
Capt. Wild to accompany the body to 
England, “because you stood very 
highly in the boss’ estimation,” as 
Capt. Wild wrote in his letter of in- 
structions.

Louis policemen, will be paid to the 
New Orleans policemen who are be- 
lieved to have captured Spencer Jor- 
dan, the negro who shot and killed 
Special Policeman Michael Finn, and 
wounded Patrolmen Jeremiah Flynn 


and William Bobbitt on Whittier 
street, near Olive, the night of May 
23 last. Telegrams from New Or- 
leans say the prisoner has admitted 
his identity. 

Two policemen will be sent to New 


will probably take the reward, which 
was collected soon after the murder, 
and which has been in a bank here 
since. Besides the $1000 given by the 
policemen, a $200 reward was of- 
fered by Gov. Hyde. 

Circulars .describing Jordan were 
sent to police departments through- 
out the United States.

degree murder and of robbery, and 
accepted penitentiary sentences 

The shooting occurred whef the 
policemen stopped the two negroes 
and attempted to search them. Jor- 
dan was an escaped convict from the 
Texas penitentiary in Huntsville. Spe- 
cial Policeman Finn, who was killed, 
was the father of six daughters and 
@ san.

Longs for Wife and Children. 

“I am still today forbidden to help | 
in that work, even as a private citi- | 
zen in limited circle of duties.

I know now | 
how to regard everything—events, 
men and matters—more objectively. 
But God knows these three years of 
self-chosen exile are enough and the 
longing for wife and children, for 
modest, simple family life—longing 
which every humane person will un- 
derstand, is growing well nigh in- 
tolerable. 

“However, I live in hope that when 
the hour strikes for my liberation 
there will still be room for me in 
the homeland. I infer this with 
gratitude from the humane under- 
standing and sympathy expressed for 
my fate in the widest circles of the 
nation, regardless of political party.

DR. NANSEN SAYS SOME RUSSIANS 
ARE KILLING OTHERS FOR FOOD 


States Dead Bodies Are Betng Eaten 
in Many Places and All Cannot 
Be Saved. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen, who is closely § identified 
with Russian relief, expressed him- 
self in a pessimistic manner in a 
statement to press representatives 
yesterday regarding the famine in 
Russia. 

“Tt is too late to save the people 
of Russia,” he declared; “whatever 
is done they will die by the millions. 
Livestock is dying everywhere, and 
if nothing is done there will presently 
be none remaining. Twenty Ameri- 
can dollars will keep a horse alive, 
but a human life can be saved for 
15 shillings; that sum would keep a 
man alive until the next harvest.”

My Dear Sir: When I was a boy this conun- 
drum was a favorite: “Why don't they dam the 
Mississippi?” “Why, dam it, they can't,” would 
be the reply. But dam it they have and now 
comes Henry Ford and wants to dam it some 
more: in fact, he wants it wholly and eternally 
dammed from end to end. 

I don’t know if Mr. Ford has ever studied or 
navigated the Mississippi, but he doesnt need to. 
If he will take down a map in his office, show- 
ing the Mississippi River and the valley in fair 
detail. he will see that between the mouths of 
the Arkansas River and the Red River, a dis- 
tance of 400 miles, not a creek or river empties 
into the Mississippi on the west side. They all 
have their origin close to the banks of the big 
river dnd flow the other way toward the south- 
west and ultimately find their way into the Red. 

In other words, the Mississippi River itself is 
higher than the land on the west side. Mr. Ford 
may be a wizard, but how he can dam a stream 
that is up in the air, so to speak, is going to be a 
bigger job than turning out 4000 Lizzies per day. 

Pretty much the same conditions prevail as 
far up the river as Cape Girardeau. From Cape 
Girardeau Up Mr. Ford’s visions may become a 
reality and I hope they do, but there are just as 
big visions for the lower Mississippi as damming 
it. As that great river now stands, or runs, it 
is the greatest blot on our boasted civilization 
and enterprise. If it were in Europe it would be 
that continent's greatest asset. It is our great- 
est liability. It bas destroyed enough property 
and held back from improvement enough more 
to pay our national debt. For ten months of 
the year it is a lazy loafer. The other two 
months it is a demon of destruction, going ona 
blind tear and smashing everything in its path. 
Millions of acres of tilled land are in danger 
every spring and many more millions of acres of 
the best soi] in the world are kept unproductive 
because the flood waters are not controlled. 
We have come to look on this as a visitation of 
providence to be accepted resignediy. We had 
the vision to see a ship cana] across Panama 
and spent a half billion to make that vision real. 
We are now getting a vision of ocean ships ecom- 
ing up the St Lawrence and loading at the 
docks around the Great Lakes, but we cannot 
gee clearly the Mississippi and its possibilities 
right under our eyes. 

The bringing of every acre of the rich alluvial 
lands of the valley under safe cultivation must 
go hand in hand with making the river the 
great transportation channel of the heart of the 
nation. Visualize this valley a hundred years 
from now under such conditions. No spot in the 
world would compare with it in wealth, pros- 
perity and happiness. We have done much in 
this great valiey, we think. but in truth we have 
scarcely made a beginning.

Foley Given a “Calling Down.” 
What Cunningham wrote Foley 
gave him a real shock. Cunningham 


said that “he had forgotten more 
football than Foley would ever 
know.” Also “that playing me (Cun- 
ningham) at halfback, when I am a 
forward, shows that you do not know 
soccer.”’ Cunningham explained 
that a real manager realized that a 
player must be born to a position. 

But that did not close Mr. Cun- 
ningham’s case. With his letter he 
sent a copy of the Alexandra News. 
Crewe, England, of Sept. 20, 1913. 
Right there came the real knockout 
for Foley. 

Inside was a picture of Cunning- 
ham and also a description of the 
player. Here's what the Alexandra 
News had.to say about Cunningham: 

“The biect of our sketch this 
week is a player from the Emerald 
Isle, George Patrick Cunningham. He 
was born in Dublin, March 10, 1890, 
and from his earliest football days, 
the critics predicted a promising ca- 
reer for him. . 

“In turn he assisted the following 
Dublin clubs: Lansdown United, Clair- 
ville, Shelbourne Boys and the Hi- 
bernians. With all these clubs he 
had a most successfu] time and pos- 
sesses medals which he gained with 
each of the teams. 

“It was while with Shelbourne, the 
best club in Dublin, that he was 
chosen to play for the Irish League 
against both E.gland and Scotland, 
when his form was favorably com- 
mented upon, for he possessed a re- 
markable turn of speed, excellent 
command over the ball and the com-

OU have read of the 17—or 19, whichever it proves to be—university 
football stars who took part in the Taylorville-Carlinville incident. 
That’s the ‘“‘pro” of it. You also read how shocked and grieved, not 
to mention surprised and pained, all the officials and coaches were. That's 


the “con,”’ Bo. 

As for the pro and con: It is 
reasonable to conjecture that of- 
ficials might have been shocked, 


but that few were surprised at the 

revelations made in the last few 

days. Faculty, coaches, alumni 

and athletic directors all are fa- 

miliar with the conditions under 
which football talent is “brought 

up.” The strong movements in- 

itiated in conference circles to 
stamp out “professionalism” here- 
tofore unrevealed in specific cases 

is proof positive-that officials had 

knowledge of conditions and feared 

au explosion sooner or later. 

But even those in touch with 
real conditions probably were as- 
tonished at the extent to which 
two major university elevens had 
become inoculated with the “pro” 
spirit. The nine men from the 
University of Illinois probably 
represented half of its “letter” 
squad. The number was within 
two of enough to constitute an en- 
tire eleven. Perhaps others of the 
squad might have gone, had they 
been needed or asked. At any rate 
50 per cent of the first squad of 
the Illini team appears to have 
thought more of money than of 
college ideals or their team’s 
future. ‘ 

That’s one cold’ fact. 

Another is that the Notre Dame 
squad was equally and in the same 
proportion guilty. Between the 
two schools six or seven men of 
All-America or All-Western cali- 
ber were among those affected. 

Apply this proportion to the en- 
tire Big Ten Conference and get a 
bird’s-eye view of the situation in 
college football circles today with 
respect to professionalism. 

We do not say playing inde- 
pendent. football is wrong, but | 
the authorities of the conference 
seem to take that view. This being 
the case, 50 per cent of all major 
football in the middic West seems 
out of plumb. : 

And that’s the “pro, 
“con” of it.
